SULPHER for CUTWORNS 

Sulpher in the soil causes an 
acid condition (for a time at 
least.) that worms cannot live in 
or will not stay in. I hear that 
cutworm damage can be very 
much reduced by mixing sulpher 
with seed grain when wet, after 
treating forsmut, Use ynite 
freely. 

I have no informaticn as re- 
gards, wireworms, but as their 
life cycle is longer and different. 
I have doubts however, it would 
be worth a trial in the garden 
anyway.
